L \SCASTER, Pa.. Sept. SO.-For over an 


hour last, night this city was subjected to 
the ssverest wind storm that ever oc- 
curred here. It is impossible to estimate 
the number of buildings wrecked or the 
monetary loss. The greatest single loss 
is that of the Pennsylvania railroad 
bridge across tho Susquehanna at Col* 
nmhla. 


Nothing is left but the piers in the 


middle of the iron span. It was a mile 
and a quarter long and was said to be the 
largest covered bridge in the world. The 
streets are littered with debris. Buildings 
•re unroofed and wires tangled. 


Reports indicate that the surrounding 


districts must have suffered severely 
Columbia stems to have suffered more 
than other sections. 


The people, terror stricken, left the up- 


per stories of their homes until the storm 
subt'ded. 
The damrge is estimated at 


half a million. Not one of the big manu- 
facturing plants along the river escaped 
inj'.ry. 


The remains of the bridge lie in the river. 


As the bridg3 was earned away cries of 
help were distinctly heard but it is impos" 
•ible to search the ruins. Diligent exami. 
nation is being made with boats. It is 
known that tickets were sold within 
tw< nty minutes of the collapse. The 
brii)g<; was built in 1869 at a cost of 
{•1,000,000. 


E I:ADIXG, Fa., Sept. 3D.—At 2 o'clock 


t his morning the cast honse of the Temple 
furnace five miles above Heading was 
bion-n away and a dozen workmen were 
boned in the ruins. The wind blew a 
perlect gale and the building collapsed 
without warning. Two men are Known 
to have been killed outright.

night's storm did great damage in this 
state but the wires are down in all di* 
rections and it is difficult to obtain infor- 
mation.

AT HOLYOKE. 


An Unusually Large and Com- 


plete Convention .Held In 


This District. 


ENTHUSIASM AND HARMONY. 


Of 199 Delegates 167 Were Present. 


Nominations by Acclamation. Excel- 


lent Speeches by A. S. Knell, C. J. 


P-rkhurst, A. E. Hall and Ex- 


Congressman WhtHng. 


Notwithstanding the fact that at the 


last moment Dana Malone had withdrawn 
from the contest, the Republican congres- 
sional convention, at Bolyoke Tuesday 
wat unusually largely attended and was 
the none of an enthusiasm and harmony 
that la In keeping with the Republican 
spirit of this campaign shown throughout 
the Bay State, when the committee on 
credentials reported it was found that out 
of a total of 199 delegates 167 were present 
representing fifty-three towns and three 
cities. 


This was one oi tha most complete con- 


ventions on record both in regards to the 
number in attendance and in the spirit in 
which its work was performed. 
The 


Berkshire delegations were very much in 
evidence and seemed determined to dem- 
onstrate the falsity of the disgraceful 
rumors that bad been circulated about 
some of them while the Malone boom was 
on. 


They with other Wright delegates from 


Hampshire, Hainpdeu and Franklin were 
confident of their strength and the result 
under any circumstances, whether there 
had been withdrawals or not, or whether 
the much talked of eighteen Fittsneld 
men had carried out the alleged Malone 
bargain or not. But -there was nothing 
offensive in this confidence and the dele- 
gates from all sections met iu the most 
cordial manner. 
Nothing could have 


better demonstrated th*at the desire on all 
sides was to wipe out suspicions that may 
have been unjust and to harmonize all 
elements for the strength of the party 
than the fact that all seemed eager to 
have every action of the convention 
unanimous. The result was that the con- 
vention was not marred by a single jar or 
a discordant word. 


The convention was opened by tha 


chairman of the congressional commit- 
tee, Ii. D. James of WiUiamsburg. Ex-

Springfield was chosen as chairman and 
for secretary County Commissioner John 
H. Manning of Pittsfield was chosen. The 
committee on credentials were: Ex-Sena- 
tor S. Proctor Thayer and N. B. Flood of 
this city, W. P. Whiting of Holyoke, 
Henry L. Norton of West Springfield and 
C. S. Shattnck of Hatfield. 


Arthurs. Kneil of Westfleld was re- 


quested to address Mio convention upon 
the general political situation and some 
of the leading issues of the campaign. 
While the committee on credentials were 
preparing their report he spoke at some 
iength and to the great delight of his 
listeners. He spoke glowingly and elo- 
quently of the position taken by the Re. 
publican party for honest money, protec- 
tion and law and order. Mr. Kneil is a 
very popular man in Republican circles 
and his speech added much to the inter- 
est and enthusiasm of th j convention. 


C. J. Farkhurst of this city placed the 


name of Congressman Wright in nomina- 
tion in the following words, which were 
delivered very effectively: 


"Four years ago what is now this dis- 


trict was in possession of our opponents, 
who were so strongly entrenched that it 
was a grave question whether they could 
be dislodged.

AN OLD NEWSPAPER. 


Copy of a Journal Published 


In North Adams In 


1834.

NEW LAW IN FORCE. 


Savings Bank Depositors Will Do Well 


to Bear it In Mind. 


People intending to make savings bank 


deposits that will draw interest from Oc- 
tober 1 should bear in mind the change 
in the law that was made by tho legisU" 
ture last April. Under the did law de- 
posits made on or before the tenth of the 
month would draw interest from the first, 
but under the new law the deposits, to 
draw interest, must be made on or before 
the first day of-the month. This is worth 
remembering because deposits made after 
October 1 will not begin to draw interest 
till January 1.

Then be adopted the policy of denuncia- 
tion of the present administration's meth- 
ods "fbond issuing and of various other 
things, including matters pertaining to 
the imliciary.

SIMPLY A MEDIUM OF EXCHANGE. 


Cold the Only Accepted International 


Money—SllTcr, Like All Flat Money, I* 
Only a Promise to Pay—A Clear Exposi- 
tion of the Money Question by a Well 
Kmnrn Diplomat. 


It is not necessary to consult the po- 


litical economist to know that money 
is the medium of exchange. Whether it 
be the penny or the nickel, the dime 01 
the dollar, tho gold certificate or the 
eagle, it merely serves to interchange 
something yon have for something yoc 
want. 


Money is of all sorts and kinds—is 


Africa a string of beads or roll of wire, 
iu Siam little pieces of stamped porce- 
lain and queer little balls of silver 
called "ticals," among savage Indiana 
strings of wampum, and among civi- 
lized nations gold coins. 


Postage stamps are money in some 


communities where change is deficient. 
In the island of Formosa postage stamps 
were csed cs currency for several years. 
Of all tho kinds of money few are ef 
any USB outsido the laud to which th»y 
belong. These few wo call' 'sound mon- 
ey." Sound money, therefore, is meie- 
ly that medium of exchange which pass- 
es current at its face or stamped value 
not ouly in tho country where it is is- 
sued, but in every country of the world. 
Any money which has not this power is 
local money or national money, but is 
not sound money. 


Sound money mnans actual value, 


actual payment. AH other money is a 
promise to give value or a promise to 
pay. The one is something done, the 
other something to tie done. One is a 
fact, the other a fiction. 


Everybody knows, or ought to know, 


that it does not mako the slightest dif- 
ference in tho value of gold whether it 
has been coined or not. The only ad- 
vantage of coining is that we know 
thereby the exact fineness of the metal. 
It is a very simple matter to determine 
the fineness of a gold coin. A pair of 
fine balances and a jar of water will en- 
able any person to obtain its exact spe- 
cific gravity, and from this any school- 
boy can flgure'ont its fineness. We are 
saved tho trouble of this experiment by 
the stamp of the govnrnment. 


Each government employs its own al- 


loy or particular fineness, so that when 
we receive a coin \ve know exactly how 
many grains of gold it contains. Pure 
gold itself is too soft to use for coining 
and is only used by savage or semioivi- 
lized communities. The miner uses gold 
dust and sometimes nuggets, and the 
savage king and chiefs of Asia employ 
coins of pure gold, which rubs away iu 
a short time. The moment men learned 
the nature of metal they alloyed their 
gold, so as to preserve its color and 
beauty and at tho aanie timo feo mako it 
hard, sonorous and durable. 


Thus the United States uses one alloy 


and Spain another, but the difference in 
value is small, scarcely more than 3 per 
cent at tbe tnost. This difference is in- 
dicated by the coin itself. Thus it is we 
accept the Spanish coin at its exact 
value, not on account of any regard for 
Spain, but merely because tho coin con- 
tains so mi.iiy grains of gojd. So, on the 
other hand, the people of Spain accept 
our eagle, not becatisa they respect us in 
any regard, but merely because our 
eagle contains the gold whose value 
they accept. 


If tbe gold be melted, tho coin has 


vanished, but the mutal has stiil tho 
same value. This element of value is 
not the onlr one which marks the yel- 
low metal. In the East rivsr a* New 
York not many years ago there was re- 
covered some gold coin that went down 
in the British frigate Hussar in the last 
century. 'Che coins vere still in very 
good condition. The salt water in tbe 
meantime nad eaten up the iron, had 
dissolved the copper, had corroded the 
brass, had rttacked and destroyed the 
silver, but the gold remained. 


In ancient times 200 governments 


coined money. We know the coins they 
struck off and the materials they em- 
ployed. In our museums we have near- 
ly every gold coin represented. The sil- 
ver, brass and copper coins were a hun- 
dred timas as numerous in those past 
ages, but today hardly one survives as 
a reminder. In Egypt I have seen col- 
lections of gold coins which were made 
by Pharaohs and Ptolemies, by Greeks 
and Bomnns, by Phoanicians, Tyriana 
and Sardonians, by Turks and Safa- 
oeus. Nearly every one \vas gold. It is 
this matchless durability of the metal, 
as well M its value, which scarcely 
changes from century to century, which 
makes gold tho basis of the financial 
system of every age and ot every civi- 
lized .country. 


Very different is jtha case with silver. 


Like gold, it is" also nlloyed. In general 
the larger pieces ore tbe purest, while 
tho subsidiary pieces which do all the 
hard work tire much less pure. They 
contain more base metal to stand wear 
and tear 
Thus 9 half dollars, or 4 


quarter dollars, or 10 dimes, or 20 half 
dimes do iiot contain as much silver as 
one dollar. That is the rule in our own 
laud, and it is also the rule in nearly 
every civilized country. Silver, how- 
ever, is convenient for monetary pur- 
poses, and its advantages outweigh its 
disadvantages. Silver is easily attacked 
and corroded by sulphur, acids, salt wa- 
tor, sewer gases, and even common il- 
luminating gas attacks the metal and 
gradually converts it into various chem- 
ical compounds. 


When silver is coined, the stamp of 


the government gives it its value, in a 
few instances governments have put 
more metal value into ailver coins than 
the coin was y-o)-*h. In suoh cases tJ">.sa 


coins are quickly bought up and are ia- 
melted. 


I« tho beginning of our history the 


founders of the commonwealth made a 
serious error in the valuation of silver 
and put $1.05 worth of the metal in to a 
dollar coin. The result was that the 
coin was bought up the moment it waa 
issued and never circulated. The gov- 
ernment perceived the error and ceased 
coining it altogether. 
For about 40 


years we had no silver dollars in Amer- 
ican coin, but nsed the Spanish milled 
dollar instead. In fact, the Spanish dol- 
lar and the Mexican dollar were about 
the-only dollars in circulation in the 
United States up to the time of the re- 
bellion in 1881. 


During the first 85 years of the na- 


tion's life only abont 6,000,000 silver 
dollars were coined, o| which a very 
large proportion went into the melting 
pot. The $300,000,000 which tvere used 
by TIB were Spanish and Mexican. 


Iu other oases tbe government stamp 


gives the real value to the coin. The 
difference bel ween the market valne and 
the coin value is only a promise of the 
government to pay. This is true of the 
penny or oenr, of the nickel, of the sil- 
ver dollar and of all of the subsidiary 
coins. 


The standard value of the silver dol- 


lar, for exawpla, is 63 cents of silver an-1 
47 cents promised. 
People at home ac- 


cept it at the face value. Other nations 
accept it at the metal value. The Amer- 
ican silver dollar in foreign laiida is 53 
cents and uo more. The American peo- 
ple take the coin for a dollar because 
they are confident that our government 
can and will give them a dollar for it 
whenever such exchange is demanded. 
Under our present system of limited 
silver coinage this can be done without 
any trorble. The government has $600,- 
OCO, 000 worth of silver in use in this 
manner. The real valne is $318,000,- 
000, 
and the difference, $380,000,000, 


is practically an I O U. 


The loss upon this, which the govern- 


ment pa^s, is the interest on the money 
expended in buying the silver. This at 
8 per cent is $18,000,000 a year. In othor 
worrls, the government, by limiting the 
coinage nnd by expending $18,000,000 
a year, in nble to hold 000,000,008 sil- 
ver dollars in circulation as good as 
gold. It is now proposed by the silver- 
ites to make this coinage unlimited. If 
such nclioii had no other effect, it would 
inoreasd pro rata the expense of the gov 
eminent. It makes no difference who 
holds this unsound money, the govern' 
ment—that is, tho people—must pay for 
it. 


It is clear that were our government 


ten times as rich it could not perform 
this 47 cent promise. 
At this mo- 


ment, with limited coinage, it amounts 
to $382,000,000. Were it unlimited, it 
would become $2,000,000,000 or $8, 
000,000,000 or $4,000,000,000 
and 


would saddle us with a national debt 
the greatest the world has ever known. 


Suoh money would have only the pur- 


chasing power of the metal it contained 
iu all foreign lauds and would thereto9 
doable the price of every imported Kt- 
tiole. In our own country, if it did soy 
good at all, it would merely be to bene- 
fit the great silver kings and mine own- 
ers, such as Stnwart, Jones and 50 others, 
who now represent nearly $1,000,000, 
000, and who, if the silverite ideas could 
be carried into execution, would bo 
made worth just twice that enormous 
auiounD, and all at the expense of tho 
people.

EDUCATIONALCIRCLES EXCITED OVER 


LIGHTNING ARITHMETIC. 


An Ohio Man Has a System Which He 


Thinks Should Be Taught In the Schools. 
He GlT*s & Newspaper Man Some JUns- 


> tratlons of His Method. 


Educational circles are in a pitch of 


excitement ovfr the introduction in the 
public schools 6f Chicago of a system of 
instruction in what may be termed 
lightning arithmetic. Many of those 
interested maintain that the proposition 
is impracticable on the theory that only 
such person! aa have natural arithmet- 
ical genius can bo able to use to advan- 
tage any sort of rapid calculation. Tha 
incident and the attending interest led 
a representative to make some inquiry 
into whether or not there is any move- 
ment to introduce the new system in 
the schools of this city. Although it ii 
the subject of not a little discussion 
among "the teachers of the city, no steps 
have as yet been taken. 


One of the moat interested in this city 


is Mr. O. D. Hinkle, who is connected 
with the M. C. Lilley company. Mr. 
Hinkle has been in the mercantile busi- 
ness for a cumber of years, much of 
which time has been spent iu this city, 
and has been regarded a3 one of the 
most rapid calculators in the state. His 
work has not been 011 the fancy order, 
but straightforward use of rapid meth- 
ods iu practical business. Having seen 
Mr. Hiukle add, subtract, divide and 
multiply long lists of figures in billing 
out goods of all sorts as fast as his as- 
sistant conld call them off to him, and 
in 500 pages of ledger accounts having 
made not one single mistake, The Dis- 
patch was interested to know whether 
the system mentioned in Chicago was 
related iu any way to that which he 
used. 


Mr. Hiukle was found moat enthusi- 


astically interested in the method, and 
quickly remarked, upon being asked, 
that the supposed new system was iden- 
tically the same thnt he has been neing 
for 25 years. Indeed, Mr. Hinkle has 
been for a number of years thinking se- 
riously of making an e'ftort to havo 
some of the schools take it up as a part 
of their course of instruction. Speaking 
of the new method, Mr. Hiukle said: 


"Is the system sound? Isit practical? 


Yes, most emphatically to both ques- 
tions. It is natural computation, and it 
is just as easy to teach a child or grown 
person the relationship of numbers as it 
is to teach them the relationship be- 
tween persons. Use 100 for tho head cf 
the geological tree of tho family of fig- 
ures, and it is just as easy and natural 
to tench a child that 35 per cent of auy 
amount is one-fourth of it, because 20 
is one-fourth of 100, as it is to teach 
him that that old gentleman is his 
grandfather because he is his mother's 
father, or that 12 !2' per cent is one- 
eighth of any amount, because it is one- 
eighth of 100, as it is to teach him that 
the curly head over there is his cousin 
because he is his father's brother's child. 


"I'll give you some examples in short 


mental arithmetic for a change. Say 
yon buy 80 yards of carpet at 62^ 
cents; 63}£ cents is five-eighths of 100j 
five-eighths of 80 is <80. Easy number 


yes. Take an cdd one. Say 88 yards at 
63% cents; five-eighths of 80 is $60; add 
three times 63 % cents, which is |1.87^ ; 
total, $61.87,^. Say you buy 167 yards 
of dress goods at 88^ cents; 38}£ cents 
is one-third of 100; one-third of 107 is 
$55.00%. Say you sell 850 pounds of 
wool at H«J^ cents; 16% is one-sixth of 
100; one-sixth of 850 is »58.83K- Say 
you buy 100 bushels of potatoes at 50 
cents, $50. Easy, isu'tit? Bntif ifwere 
99 bushels at 49 cents you couldn't do it 
so easily, and yet it is no harder, if you 
only knew it. Say 99 times 50 is$49.CO, 
less once 99, which is (48.51, and it is 
no more difficult than 100 times 50. 


' 'Almost every child con do multipli- 


cation up to 13, but bow many older 
people can go higher than 13 easily? 
Yet it is easy to go to 600 if ho is a 
quick adder. I think my rule for equat- 
ing large numbers is simpler than Mr. 
Spears' way of doing it 
For example, 


start at 13. Twelve times 13 is 144. To 
get the square of 13, add 18 and 13 to 
square of 12; 13 and 13 make 35; 35 
to 144 is 169. Square ot 14—14 aiid 13 
equals 37; add to 169, makes 196. To 
square 15—15 and 14 equals 39, added 
to 190 ia 335. The square of 50 is 3,500. 
To get square of 61—SI and 50 are 
101, added to 3,500 equals 3,601. To 
square 49—49 and 50 are 99; subtract 
from 3,500 is 3,401. The square of 100 
is 10,000. To get square of 99—99 and 
100 are 199; subtract from I0,000,equsla 
9,810. To square 101—101 and 100 are 
201, 
add to 10,000, equals 10,301. 


"This may look hnrd to some, but 


•when one has been drilled in multiply- 
ing larger numbers • mentally it is as 
easy aa falling off a house. Some will 
complain that I have no right to eay 
in 80 yards of carpet at 02^ cents 
fire-eighths of 80 is $50; that I don't 
point off according to rales. 
Well, 


that's just what I don't want to do— 
that ia where time is lost. With the 
drilling which a pupil would get prior 
to doing this work, one of the impor- 
tant things taught him would be to 
know that 80 yards at 631^ cents of 
five-eighths of 80, as in this case, -would 
be $50, and not $5 or $500 or $5,000, 
which often occurs with pupils who use 
the old rnles for pointing off. One is 
mechanical and liable to disastrous 
blunders; the other haa become intuitive 
from good drilling and is a sure thing 
always. There are legions of doubting 
Thomases, the most of •whom will not 
look into this closely enough to under- 
stand it, who will advance all kinds of 
arguments against it. 
One of the first 


arguments will be that it would be easy 
enough if people would buy and sell 
everything in quautitien and at prices 
that were fractional parts of 100."— 
Columbus (O.) Dispatch.

Opinion of the London Time* Regarding 


the Situation In Cuba. 


London, Sept. 30.—The Times has a 


letter from its Havana correspondent 
describing the forced-currency issue in 
Cuba, in the course of which he says: 
"Both the custom house and the Span- 
ish bank itself cefuse to accept the 
banknotes. It is therefore ridiculous 
to hope that Capt.-Gon. Weyler's de- 
cree will maintain them at par." The 
correspondent predicts that within a 
few months the banknotes will be at 
50 per cent, discount. He says that 
the bitterness of the Spanish officers 
in Cuba against the United States is 
constantly on the increase, as it is seen 
that nothing stops the landing of fili- 
busters. The Times also has an edi- 
torial on the Cuban situation whi h 
says that the letter from its corre- 
spondent shows that nothing has oc- 
curred to justify a more cheerful view 
of the situation there. "Spain," says 
the Times, "is incapable apparently ot 
such resolute and continuous effort aa 
is needed to reconquer the island."
